The officers who made the trip 


from St Joseph, where Hendricks 
formerly lived, were A. W. The- 
dinga, city detective and one of 
the men who assisted in capturing 
Fred Burke, notorious

Charles Smith, another city detec- 
tive, and Waiter W Lawhon, mo- 
torcycle officer. Sheriff Carter of 
York county and two York filling 
station operators, C P Lauten- 
schlager and A. M. Woodhead. also 
questioned the Lincoln gunman at 
the penitentiary relative to filling 
station holdups in York county 
during the later part of April and 
the first of May 
Thedmga Implicates Buxton. 
Thedmga believes Buxton respon- 


sible for more than twenty drug

Nebraska One of Seven States in 
Which Marriages Gained Last Year; 


Drop Over U. S. Laid to Depression

WASHINGTON, 
June 
26—(8>)—- 


Hard times hit both the marriage 
and divorce markets last year, leav- 
ing a trail of lean, lorn figures at 
the census bureau. 


Of forty states on which the fig- 


uring 
is 
finished, 
thirty-three 


showed decreases in marriage and 
thirty showed decreases in divorce. 


Miss Alice V. Hagan, who for five 


years has written the annual census 
bureau study on'marriage and di- 
vorce, ascribed the decreases to the 
fact that getting married and get- 
ting divorced costs i.i.oney. 
"It is well knowji that the mar- 


riage 
rate 
responds 
quickly 
to 


changes in economic conditions, in- 
reasing in periods of prosperity and 
decreasing after a commercial crisis 
or during hard times," she said. 


Bip Drop in Divorces. 


As for divorce. Miss Hagan wrote 


to officials of all counties where the 
rate had fallen as much as 10 per 
ent, 
asking an analysis of 
the 
cause. 


A large majority of the replies, 


she reported, laid the lack of di- 
vorces at the door of the depression. 


Aside from a few 
flourishing 
retna Greens and a scattering of 


divorce havens, there is little likeli- 
hood of a rise in the rate of linkings 
and 
partings before 1932. Miss 
Hagan predicted. 


Reno, Nev., of course, is on the 


up-grade, marrying as merrily as it 
separates. California's law requiring 
pre-posting of marriage intent sends 
the couples to Beno 


And the six weeks divorce law al- 


ready has ground out such a grist 
that Reno has written the census 
bureau for more form cards to re- 
cord divorces. 


Nebraska Marriages Gain. 


Of the seven state., in which mar- 


riage managed to show an increase 
in the 1930 slump, a majority were 
especially blest, like Reno, in being 
adjacent to a state in which couples 
had to wait on marriage law time 
limit requirements. The states show- 
ing increase were: Oklahoma, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Nevada, Maine, Ne- 
braska, and Virginia. . 


In Arkansas and Mississippi, cupid 


was a drouth sufferer. Marriages fell 
off 18.3 per cent in Mississippi and 
17.1 per cent in Arkansas. Divorces 
decreased 15.4 per cent in Arkansas 
and 13.4 per cent in Mississippi.

People are naturally turning to 


those cuts of meat that are more 
easily prepared at this season of 
the year, Professor Loeffel points 
out. 
The less sought after cuts such 


as pot roasts and boiling pieces are 
available now at real bargain prices, 
he says. 


Many cattle feeders have fed 


longer than usual this year in the 
hope of better prices and to take 
advantage of cheap feed 
prices. 


This means that even the 
less 


sought after cuts are of better 
quality this year than usual. 


Many Ways to Prepare. 


A wide variety 
of preparation 


methods 
are 
available 
for 
the 


housewife who purchases the less 
sought after cuts of meat now. Pot 
roasts may be served hot and the 
remainder sliced cold. The less ten- 
der cuts may be boned and ground 
and served as meat loaves or pat- 
ties. 
Patties 
may 
be made of 


ground 
meats, 
a slice of bacon 


wrapped around them and skewered 
in place. These furnish a delight- 
ful variety. Pork sausage is eco- 
nomical and appetizing now. 


Salisbury steak is a dressed up 


name for ground beef. Smothered 
with onions, it proves more ap- 
petizing than plain "hamburger." 


The retail meat dealer has been 


severely criticized in the past few 
months for keeping his retail prices 
up when livestock and wholesale 
prices

dropped,

retailer has, 


however, probably made less profit 
per carcass than in. the past. Re- 
cently he has been able to sell the

THE VALUE OF A 
WATER SUPPLY. 


Fire, which destroyed one of the buildings of the 


Gooch Food Products company, entailing a loss of 
$100,000 brought forth more than the traditional 
criticism of Lincoln's inadequate water supply. It 
was deserved. 


It is a fact the firemen were greatly handicapped 


ifor a time after their arrival at the plant by a lack 
bf pressure. The gauges at the pumping station re-_ 
vealed an adequate amount. But when it came to 
running water through the lines of hose, and pour- 
Jng it on the flames, there was not enough force to 
the stream to carry over the outside walls until after 
the blaze had gotten such a start the one building 
was doomed. 


The experience is not new in Lincoln. Actually the 


community has been most fortunate it has not suf- 
fered more serious^ fire losses when every hot, dry 
season, placing as it does an exceptionally heavy de- 
mand upon the wells which supply this city, has 
lowered the pressure. In at least a half dozen in- 
stances, the losses sustained have been far greater 
than they otherwise would have been had the pres- 
sure been satisfactory. It was because people knew 
the water supply is not sufficient, that its ultimate 
solution rests in going to the water bearing gravel in 
the'Platte'valley at Ashland, that they voted bonds 
to construct an auxiliary water plant and to build a 
pipe line to Lincoln. 


A great deal of valuable time has elapsed since 


the bond election. Just now the commission is in- 
augurating the initial or preliminary steps to carry 
out the mandate which the voters of Lincoln issued. 
Additional and final tests are being made. The bonds 
are being prepared and will shortly be sold to pro- 
vide the finances for the project. Surveys have been 
completed by the city engineer's office and presum- 
ably plans have been prepared. A project as exten- 
sive and as important as the water program can't 
be put through in a minute, or in a month, or two 
for that matter, but the commission has shown no 
undue haste in getting the work under way. Unless 
it can get actual construction started within a very 
few weeks there is little likelihood of completing it 
before winter sets in and forces a suspension of out- 
door activities. If that occurs the commission will 
have no one to blame but itself. It has known all 
along that the summer of 1931 was the most favor- 
able period to build the Ashland plant. Prices of 
materials entering into the construction are at the 
lowest levels which may be anticipated. Labor is 
sorely in need of the jobs which will be provided. 
Every week and month of delay will cost the tax- 
payers of Lincoln money because eventually there 
will be an upturn in business conditions, and when 
it comes the prices of material and the wages of 
labor will advance. If there was no other reason 
than economy, and generally it is cnoygh, the com- 
mission should move more rapidly than it has. 


But there is a better reason. There is a grave 


menace in the present water situation in Lincoln. 
Every hour of the day and the night the city's busi- 
ness, industrial and residential sections are jeopar- 
dized by fire. In the face of a. threatening fire there 
is little satisfaction in knowing we have taken steps 
to correct the shortage of supply of water. The whole 
town could burn and it wouldn't soften the loss a 
whit to know that some months ago its citizens were 
public-spirited enough, and progressive enough to 
vote bonds to build a supplemental water plant. Per- 
haps thff commission did not sense the spirit back of 
the vote for the water bonds but this is not a leis- 
urely job, to be done at the convenience and the 
wishes of the commissioners It's an emergency. Be- 
fore another summer rolls around the .people fully 
expect to see "finis" written to the long story of 
Lincoln's water troubles. If they are not to be dis- 
appointed, the commission1 will have to step on it. 
The city hall had its "orders" months ago in the 
form of a :vcinite, decisive mandate from the peo- 
ple; now let the commission get busy. If another 
year finds the Ashland project still uncompleted.

NO HURRY TO COLLECT. 


Evidently all are not as hard up as some of us 


are» There, for instance, is Jerry W. Pollock of Be- 
atrice. Mr. Pollock has been furnishing repairs and 
replacements for the trucks used at the state insti- 
tution for feeble minded, and although he made his 
regular charges for these services, he docs not seem 
to have taken the trouble to present any bill until 
the account had run for four years. 


The claim presented by the Beatrice man amounts 


to $1,666, which is quite a respectable sum. It was 
found by the state auditor that the bill runs back 
to 1927 and that charges totalling $851 are for serv- 
ices and merchandise furnished during the previous 
biennium. These cannot be paid from funds now 
available and Mr. Pollock will be compelled to wait 
until the next session of the legislature, when his bill 
must be presented to and allowed by that body. 


This seems like something of a hardship, but there 


is no apparent reason why a man who waits four 
years to present his bill should be greatly inconven- 
ienced by waiting two years more before it is paid. 
Of course the Beatrice man knew that the state was 
good and he probably thought that all he had to 
do was to present his duly approved claim and it 
would be paid. Now he knows better. 


It is certainly comforting to know that in this day 


of business efficiency there is some one beside the 
family doctor who is not In a hurry for money due 
him or her. It reminds one of old times, when every- 
body knew everybody else, and when to ask one for 
a payment on account was considered insulting. To 
be sure, oniy a very few became wealthy in those 
days, and they only modestly so, as compared with 
modern wealth, but an air of comfort pervaded the 
community, and no one seemed to greatly worry. 


And if everyone should follow the example of Mr. 


Pollock and refrain from presenting bills for four 
years, what a lot of worry it would relieve people of 
right at this time; how much more money' would 
remain for the purchase of gasoline and other 
necessities. There is not a doubt £hat here is a sug- 
gestion destined to greater popularity than the one 
'made by President Hoover. Its adoption would di- 


rectly affect a greater number of people. 


SOME CHERRY PIE. 


An enterprising writer on the Nebraska City News 


Press, with a flair for statistics, has discovered the 
17,000 pounds of cherries canned by the Otoe Prod- 
ucts company Monday would have made a cherry pie 
a fourth as large as a city block. 


Possibly ambition has gotten the better of us but 


we should like to snuggle up to that pie. We should 
want the crust to be flaky, with the red juice oozing 
out the sides. We want to go on record definitely 
for bigger and better fresh cherry pies. No foolin', 
they are the answer to every man's prayer. 


It's difficult to give thought to a growing? prosper- 


ing industry in southeastern Nebraska when some- 
one demoralizes the senses with a shout of cherry 
pie. Yet the cherry canning season which officially 
got underway in Nebraska City Monday should^ in- 
terest Nebraskans. It is the second season of the> 
experiment. The pack on the opening day was almost 
equal to the entire run in 1930. After canning 17,000 
pounds Monday, the packs on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day averaged 14,000 pounds daily. There are enough 
of the early Richmond variety of cherries in and 
around Nebraska City to keep the factory busy dur- 
ing the entire week, and next Monday the later 
varieties, including the Montmorency, an especially 
attractive and luscious cherry, will be ready. 


The crop is unusually heavy but the fact is more 


and more trees' are coming into bearing, with the 
result that the cherry crop is becoming increasingly 
important. 


Much Jias been printed about the up and coming 


fruit industry which is gradually developing in the 
southeastern Nebraska counties. Generally, however, 
the people of the state do not realize how extensive 
it is. The fact is these counties have demonstrated 
to eastern and middle western markets they can 
produce fruit which compares with the best. It 
means a great deal to Nebraska because it takes land 
formerly devoted to grains into other lines of 
production.

most wasteful industries is being 
checked. 


Moreover, the human voice on a 


film registers deterioration of char- 
acter and physique far more readily 
than does the mere photographic 
appearance of actors in a silent 
"movie." Consequently, the "talkies" 
call for more personality and char- 
acter on the part of performers, 
without which their acting may be- 
come an embarrassing self-reveal- 
ation.

Yet, seduced by temp- 
tation and lulled by a false sense 
of concealment, they persist in their 
deeds. 


Cruelty is one of sin's most loath- 


some expressions, and some authori- 
ties contend that the average human 
being is innately cruel. Otherwise, 
how could supposedly civilized men 
formulate arguments in favor of war 
and glory in its ferocities?? Despite 
advancing education, the history cf 
the nations is a sinister one from 
the standpoint of social trancgres- 
sion. Ancient Rome was bad. In the 
chaos that followed her collapse 
things were worse. Certain conditi- 
ons which then existed cannot be 
printed in a modern newspaper or 
book having general 
circulation. 


They are only useful for students 
of the pathology of perverts and de- 
generates. The enormities of person- 
al vice and national turpitude with 
which the race has been polluted 
from its beginning defy description. 
As for "disregard" for sin, you may 
be confident the conscience does not 
sleep forever. There is a terrible 
awakening, and its retributions are 
dfctated by an impartial justice 
which sears the very soul.

WASHINGTON, June 


Four northwestern railroads gained 
the consent of the intrrstate com- 
merce commission today to reduce 
livestock freight rates from drouth 
areas 
in 
North Dakota, South 


Dakota and Montana 
to places 


where feed and water are available. 


The railroads were the Great 


Northern, the Northern Pacific, the 
Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. 
Marie, and the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul & pacific. 
The Great Northern was granted 


permission to return to the drouth 
area after the drouth is over breed- 
ing stock and stock not ready for 
market without charge. The North- 
ern Pacific today applied for similar 
permision. 


The Northern Pacific's application 


which was similar to that of all of 
the other roads, said: 


"There is a_serious drouth In 


western North Dakota and eastern 
and central Montana resulting in 
an acute shortage of both feed and 
water for livestock. 


"In order to move livestock from 


drouth areas shipers desire to for- 
ward shipments to territory where 
feed and water is more abundant 
and for reforwaading therefrom to 
market points under feeding and 
grazing in transit arrangements 
which are now in effect in common 
with rates from stations in Mon- 
tana and certain parts of western 
North Dakota. 


"The condition 
is such as to 


necessitate the movement of breed- 
ing stock and stock not ready for 
market to points where feed and 
water are more readily obtainable 
for return later to originating points 
of shipment."

MELLON CONFERS 
WITH FRENCH ON 
DEBT PROPOSALS

views of the United States 
and 


France on President Hoover's pro- 
posal for a. war debts and repara- 
tions holiday will open tomorrow 
between Andrew W. Mellon, Ameri- 
can secretary of the treasury, and 
French officials. 
Pi-emier Laval 
today said he 


would meet Mr. Mellon and 
Am- 
bassador Edge at the ministry of 
the interior. The French finance 
minister, budget minister and For- 
eign Minister Briand will be present 
and technical discussions will take 
place. 
The announcement came in the 


midst of a presentation of the in- 
ter-change of views thus far before 
the chamber of deputies and fol- 
lowed the receipt of a brief reply 
to the French memorandum on the 
Hoover proposals expressing 
the 


hope of the American government 
that the French government would 
"take advantage of the presence of 
the secretary of the treasury 
in 


Paris and discuss with the am- 
bassador and with him the various 
problems arising from the original 
proposal of the president and the 
French answer." 
Handed Edge Several Days Ago. 
The French memorandum, which 


was handed to Ambassador 
Edge 


several days ago and was made pub- 
lic today followed the broad outlines 
of suggestions previously published. 


The reply says that the French 


government declares itself in cordial 
accord with the high sentiments in- 
spiring the Hoover plan, but 
ex- 


presses belief that in the very in- 
terests 
of 
the 
success 
of 
Mr. 


Hoover's effort, the general sus- 
pension of payments alone would 
offer an insufficient remedy. 


The reply says that the French 


government considers that there is 
a moral interest of the first order 
that "even during the delay sug- 
gested by President Hoover, 
the 


payment of the unconditional an- 
nuity in no way be deferred." 


Discussions Under Way. 


PARIS, June 26—(AP)—Andrew 
W. Mellon, American secretary ol 
the treasury, took luncheon today 
with the heads of the French gov- 
ernment and discussed with them 
President Hoover's momentous war 
debt proposals. 
The luncheon meeting ;was looked 


upon as being of utmost impor- 
tance in view of the accepted ver- 
sion of the French answer to the 
American suggestion that war debts 
and reparations be postponed for a 
year—a version which has it that 
the French will not surrender the 
$100.000,000 in unconditional pay- 
ments 
which they receive 
from 


Germany annually under the Young 
plan. 
Optimism that the American sec- 
retary of the 
treasury and the 
French statesmen would -arrive at 
agreement was reflected in official 
circles and in French newspapers. 
Premier Laval 
presided 
at the 


luncheon given the American visi- 
tor. The meal was served in the 
beautiful second floor dining-room 
of the ministry 
of the 
interior, 


which is also the headquarters of 
the premier. 
French To Announce Plan Today. 
In addition to M. Laval and Mr. 


Mellon, the luncheon guests includ- 
ed Ambassador 
Walter E. Edge. 
Foreign Minister Briand, 
Finance 
Minister Flandin, Budget Minisfcr 
Pietri and Robert Pell, secretary to 
the American embassy. 
Mr. Mellon was escorted from his 
hotel by M. Flandin. The American 
secretary wore morning clothes and 
gray trousers. As he entered the 
ministry of the interior, he paused 
long enough to allow news photo- 
graphers to take shots of him. • 
Previous to the luncheon, there was 
a long conference between Premier 
Laval and former Premier Tardieu, 
now minister of agriculture and on? 
of the powerful figures in the 
French cabinet.

Miss Amend was 
evidently the first to see the ap- 
proaching train and she attempted 
to crawl out of the machine over 
McMaster, according to Ludwig. 


Meanwhile McMaster was vainly 


trying to'get his machine off of the 
track and seeing that this was un- 
availing he attempted to pick Miss 
Amend up and toss her from the 
car 
He was successful in getting 


Miss Amend only partly out of the 
machine before it was struck by the 
oncoming train, according to Mr. 
Ludwig.Car Carried 300 Yards. 


The car was struck almost square- 


ly in the middle and the pilot was 
ripped loose from the engine by the 
force of the impact. The heavy se- 
dan was carried more than three 
hundred 
yards before the train 


could be halted. The train, nine cars 
long, was the Burlington fast piass- 
enger train running from Billings 
to Kansas City and St. Louis. 


W. A. Jackson, engineer of the 


train, said he saw the car approach- 
ing the track and also another ma- 
chine standing on the opposite side, 
probably the one driven by Mr. Lud- 
wig. Jackson said he blew two short 
blasts on the whistle. He saw noth- 
ing further until he heard the cra^i 
and applied the brakes to stop the 
train. He estimated his speed at be- 
tween 30 and 35 miles per hour. 


The fireman;'who was on the side 


of the engine from which McMas- 
ter's car was approaching said that 
he also saw the car coming and 
that the driver seemed to hesitate 
and then proceed over the track. He 
warned the engineer and helped to 
set the brakes, after the crash- 
Thrown Clear of Wreckage.

MOSCOW. June 26— (&)—Flying 


in the air tracks of the Graf Zep- 
pelin, Wiley Post and Harold Gatty 
sped away toward the wilderness of 
Siberia today on their attempt to 
lower the traveling time around the 
globe to ten days. 


The American fliers hopped off at 


5 a. m.. (10 p. m.. eastern standard 
time, Thursday* in the blue and 
white monoplane Winnie Mae for 
Novo Sibirsk, 1,450 miles to the east. 
They planned to arrive about 5 p. m., 
(10 a. m., eastern standard time) re- 
suming their journey tomorrow to 
Irkutsk, 1.050 miles further. 


They had hoped to make Irkutsk, 


the second largest city in Siberia, by 
tonight but the necessity of chart- 
ing the 5,000-mile trek across the 
steppes 
delayed their 
departure. 


They faced some fog and poor visi- 
bility on the initial stages across the 
Ural mountains. 


Complete Third of Journey. 


When they left they had flown 


nearly 5,000 miles in three days, 
practically a third of an estimated 
distance of 15,000 miles. Possibly the 
most difficult part of their task 
faced them via Khabarovsk or Ya- 
feutsk, across the sea of Okhotsk to 
Petropavlovsk, 
Kamchatka, 
and 


thence across the Bering sea to 
Nome, Alaska, where they hope to be 
on Sunday. 


The territory over which they will 


fly in the next few days is among 
the most desolate a.ad least popu- 
lated in the world. If they followed 
the course of the 
Trans-Siberian 


railway to Khabarovsk they will 
pass over cities famous in Russian 
history. Irkutsk, Omsk and Chita 
were settled by exiles of the Homan- 
>ffs and are the cultural centers of 
;heir respective areas. 


Post and Gatty arrived here from 


Berlin at 5:30 p. m., (10:10 a. m., 
E. S. T.) yesterday after a 925-mile, 
non-stop hop in slightly more than 
eight hours, a record for the dis- 
tance, they wanted to resume the 
journey at once, but were persuaded 
not to attempt the crossing of the 
Urals in the darkness. 


Refuse to Touch Liquors. 


They were entertained at a ban- 


quet by officials of the Asoavikhim 
society, a civil aviation organization, 
at the Grand hotel. They feasted on 
a nine-course dinner, but retused to 
couch a plentiful supply of wines 
and liquors, expla' ing that the stim- 
ulation of the flight was more than 
sufficient. 


A. Pojarsky, head of the society, 


said, "While in Russia it is consid- 
ered almost a crime when geusts re- 
fuse wine. It is to be excused be- 
cause of the seriousness of your un- 
dertaking." 


Toasting them, he extolled their 


personal courage and said it repre- 
sented the utmost in American avia- 
;ion, of which the Soviets were pro- 
found admirers. He promised them 
;hey would have every aid in their 
';rip across Russia and that fuel sup- 
plies would be available along the 
sntire route. The airmen, responded 
briefly.

Expected First Two 
Con- 


tracts Will Be Lett 


Saturday. 


Bids on the first two contracts in 


connection with the building of a 
system to bring water from 
the 


PlfUte river near Ashltuid to Lin- 
coln, will be opened Saturday morn- 
Ing in the city council chamber. One 
contract will be for the construc- 
tion of a power line from \sliland 
to the proposed site of the wells. 
The other will be for the slnklnK of 
a series of wells. 
The estimated 


cost of the first is $8.000. and of the 
second, $11.500. 


The power line will be approxi- 


mately four miles long, accordlnc to 
City Engineer Erickson. the power 
being used to operate the pumps, 
and for lighting. 


The other contract will call for 


the sinking of a series of wells, the 
estimated depth of which will be 
from 85 to about 98 feet. They are 
to be 25 inches in diameter. One 
will be finshed and submitted to a 
test of thirty days before any of 
the others are made. The purpose 
of the test is to determine the size 
of the pumps the city must order 
when the plant is installed, and also 
to learn just how far under given 
conditions, the pumps will influence 
the drawndown. Only by determin- 
ing these facts will it be possible to 
space the wells so that the in- 
fluence of one pump will not ex- 
tend to the sphere of another. 


Competition for the contracts is 


expected by Mr. Erickson to be ex- 
ceptionally keen..- This, coupled with 
the extremely low prices of mate- 
rials, should result in the contracts 
being awarded at prices consider- 
ably under the estimates. Work is 
to start ,as soon after the contracts 
are awarded as the material and 
equipment can be got to the sites. 


One provision of the contracts 


will be that only Lincoln labor and 
material can be used. Where it is 
impossible to get the material here, 
it must be purchased In some other 
Nebraska city.

WASHINGTON, June 26—fAP) — 


Senator Watson is confident the 
farm board will not "dump" stabili- 
zation wheat while the 1931 crop is 
moving to market. 


The Indianan, republican senator 


leader, said today, after conferring 
with the farm board, that this was 
plainly indicated in its recent re- 
affirmation of policy. 


Earlier, Chairman Stone of the 


board had conferred with President 
Hoover. Nothing as to the nature 
of their discussion, however, was 
forthcoming. 


Stone left the white house by a 


side door after the conference to 
attend a meeting of. the board. 
Appeals from MldweH. 


There have been numerous ap- 
peals from the mid-western states 
for an announcement by the board 
that it would withhold from the 
market for a fixed period the wheat 
that it acquired during its stabiliza- 
tion operations. 


Such action, it was argued, would 


prevent

bushels held by board agencies from 
depressing the prices of. the new 
crop now coming into the markets. 
Senator Watson presented Chair- 


man Stone with another such plea- 
today. 


Watson said Stone indicated there 


would be no change in the board's 
policy, as announced March 23, of 
handling the stabilization supplies 
"in such a manner as to impose the 
minimum burden on domestic and 
world prices."

Minnesota High Court 


Reverses Convktion 


For Contempt. 


ST. PAUL. Minn., June 26—</P>— 


The right of a clergyman to refuse 
to divulge information given him in 
confidence, has been upheld by the 
Minnesota State Supreme court. 


The high court reversed today the 


conviction of the Rev. Emil Swen- 
son, Lutheran pastor of Minneapo- 
lis., on a charge of contempt of 
court. Mr. Swenson was 
found 


guilty in Hennepin County District 
court, Minneapolis ,by Judge Paul 
W- Guilford, for declining to di- 
vulge a conversation between a par- 
ishioner and the minister concern- 
ing a divorce case. 
Mr. Swenson was sentenced to 
pay a fine of $100 or spend thirty 
days in jail. Backed by the Minne- 
apolis Ministers federation, he ap- 
pealed to the state Supreme court. 


All communications or confessions 


made to a clergyman in his profes- 
sional capacity are privileged and 
need not be revealed in court, the 
Supreme court ruled. 
"It is the duty of the court to 


protect the privilege and there is 
little danger of the witness, under 
the claim of privilege, screening 
others from justice," said the opin- 
ion.The court upheld a law passed in 
1923, 
relating the "confessions" to 


ministers, and which was.amended 
by the 1931 legislature to make it 
clear that it applied to clergymen 
of all religions. 
The amendment 


was passed and signed by the gover- 
nor after Mr. Swenson's case came 
into court.

REPORTED LARGER 


SlaU-Federal Statistician Declares 


Nebraska Has 5.6 Per Cent 


More Than a Year Ajo. 


The spring pig crop was reported 


by the state-federal statistician to- 
day as 5.6 per cent larger than last 
year in Nebraska and 2.5 per cent 
larger in the country as a whole. 


The fall pig crop will be unusu- 


ally large if farmers carry out their 
expressed intentions. 


There were 6.4 per cent sows far- 


rowing in this state this spring than 
last and the number of pigs saved 
was 5 6 per litter Just as it was in 
1930. 
A severe March storm caused 


losses of pigs in some counties. 


Nebraska farmers expressed to 


the statistician their 
intention of 


breeding 55 per cent more pigs this 
fall than in the fall of 1930. For 
the past five years the number of 
sows actually farrowing has fallen 
23 per cent below expressed inten- 
tions. 
Should that average con- 


tinue, the increase still would be 
32 per cent.

HITS PITTSBURGH 


Downpour Fills Streets

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June

—A storm described as one of the 
worst in years swirled down the 
Allegheny valley upon Pittsburgh 
early today.

CHATS WITH A POPULAR 


HOSTESS 


By RUTH CONNE 
One may travel 
the globe, I be- 
lieve, and find no 
country 
wherein 


the fine points of 
hospitality 
and 


service are more 
highly developed 
than in Japan At 
the tea hour, at 
breakfast, lunch- 
eon, 
of the all- 
impoftanl 
meal 


of the 
day—the 


evening dinner— 
every tiniest de- 
tail of preparation, cooking and 
service Is exquisitely handled, and 
both host and hostess are grac- 
iousness personifie'd. 


Should you be, visiting in mid-af- 


atrnoon in Japan, you would find 
teatime a quaint and delightful cer- 
amony as different from tea in 
other countries as you could well 
imagine. 
To begin with, Japan has its orig- 


inal hour for tea—and it is not five 
o'clock, the hour set aside by almost 
every nation. 
Tea in Japan is 


served at 3:30 In the afternoon, and 
working people, the middle class, the 
better class, royalty. ..all lay aside 
tasks and other interests and liter- 
ally devote themselves to tea. 


In Japanese homes there is always 


a large living room with windows 
across the entire'front of it. Then 
off the living is a little nook that 
resembles a sun parlor...the guest 
room, as it is called. And it is here 
that tea is always served. The 
maid brings the tea things into the 
living room, brews the tea there 
and serves it in the guest room 
where the hostess and her friends 
are settled comfortably on cushions 
placed upon the immaculate mat- 
ting-covered floor. 


Off the guest room, I must tell 


you. there is usually a shallow al- 
cove or tokonomo, in which hangs 
a decorative scroll or wall piece, 
half picture and half poetry...a 
akkemono, it is called. For some 
occult reason the hostess always 
seats herself so that she will be 
facing the tokonomo, and guests 
are seated with their backs to it. 


Tea—which in Japan is usually 


green tea—is brought in on a tray 
and placed on the floor beside the 
hostess. There are cunning little 
china cups without handles to hold 
this fragrant drink which seems far 
more refreshing and delicious in 
Japan than elsewhere. Tiny rice 
cakes and light wafers with jelly 
invariably accompany the tea One 
sits on one's cushion and chats and 
sips and munches the crisp rice 
cakes...and passes a very enjoyable 
afternoon. 
Then later, between six and seven, 


comes dinner, composed of the most 
delicate and exquisitely prepared 
foods imaginable. The Japanese 
cook, for example, never serves 
chicken with the skin on, but care- 
fully trims every vestige of it from 
the bird before cooking. And how 
they cook their beans' There is a 
particular kind of bean that re- 
sembles our string bean, but which 
when, prepared is far from the plain 
cooked vegetable we make of it. 
The Japanese dip these beans in a 
batter and fry them. Fresh shrimp 
and crabs, too, are dipped in batter 
and fried. 
On the preparation of salads, the 


most ordinary Japanese cook could 
give the American women many 
pointers. There, no cook would 
dream of serving cucumbers or tur- 
ips1, carrots or any raw vegetable 
unless it were cut wafer-thin and in 
some pretty design. The Japanese 
salad is a thing of delight to be- 
h.-.;,-i 
=-„•» -poetizing! Many lit- 


UP iuuciuua plants that grow in 
•water are used as ingredients, and 
chestnuts are often included in var- 
ious recipes. 
The soups of Japan are not par- 


ticularly startling; usually they are 
clear soups served in little china 
bowls from which the diner drinks 
instead of dipping up the soup with 
a spoon. Chopsticks, of course, are 
the national implement Tor more 
or less solid food. Desserts seem to 
be not half so important in Japan 
as in other countries, and -nhen 
served are usually fruits or -very 
light, 
delicate 
concoctions. But 


•whatever It is is so exquisitely pre- 
pared that it seems a remarkable 
offering. 
The Japanezes dinner table, by the 


way. is an infinitesimal board, com- 
pared with our tables. It is very

Prepare Vegetables In 


The Morning 


Modern 
home-makers are too 


jealous of those rest-or-play hours 
late in the afternoon—just before 
time to bathe and slip on a pretty 
frock for the homecoming husband 
—to be blinded by the old-fashioned 
rule that salad greens and vege- 
tables must not be prepared un- 
til just before it is time to serve 
them. 


Instead, there is a trick with wax 


paper and screw or spring cap jars 
that permits even salad greens to 
be partly prepared in the morning, 
so that they 
re clean and crisp as 


a cracker when dinner time arrives. 


Lettuce, celery, new spring cb- 


bage, asparagus and like vegetables 
are taken in hand immediately after 
the grocery boy brings them; the 
leaves or stalks are 
separated, 


washed carefully in cold water and 
shaken as dry as possible. 
Then 


each vegetable in its clean and dewy 
state is folded loosely in wax paper 
and tucked away in the refrigerator 
to chill and crisp thoroughly.

all types often are used to prepare 
an effective hors d' ouevre tray. The 
green of gherkins, the amber of 
pickled melon rinds and red of the 
pimiento, side by side with the ripe 
and green olives, while pearl onions 
and sprigs of pickled cauliflower 
make up an appetizer that is at 
once tempting to the eye and the 
palate. 
* 


For hors id' ouevre of pickle, but 
a small portion of each is required 
for a dinner service. For the home 
it is possible to buy the various 
kinds in small jars, and bits re- 
maining , on the tray may be re- 
turned to their respective jars to be 
stored in the refrigerator until 
wanted for another meal. Or they 
may be chopped and molded in as- 
pic or gelatine. 


Very often we make a jellied pic- 


kle garnish which is delicious when 
served with fish or cold meats. 
There is first required a foundation 
of aspic or lemon-flavored gelatine 
into which—just as the jelly is 
about to thicken—the chopped pic- 
kles of different kind are mixed. 
Red pepper hash, celery relish and 
what is known as pickalill are also 
very good for the purpose, and such 
an idea may also be carried out 
with tomato juice used as a liquid 
in which to dissolve the gelatine. 
The latter mixture also makes a 
good summer salad when prepared 
in individual molds and served on 
chilled lettuce with mayonnaise. 


Slices of sour or sweet pickles are 
also popular garnishes for the cold 
meat plates and sandwiches of the 
club type. 


In the home meat loaf provides 
an economical and wholesome main 
dish, but often it seems lacking in 
zest. It will improve it greatly to 
serve with the loaf a Sauce Piquant, 
which may be made as follows: 


Sauce Piquant. 


In a pan put two ounces of 


chopped shallots, one-quarter pint 
of vinegar and as much white cook- 
ing wine. Reduce the liquid by 
more than half, then, add one pint 
of Brown Sauce. Set the sauce to 
boil and allow it to simmer for half 
an hour. Skirn at the last moment 
and finish it away from the fire 
with three ounces of gherkins, one 
ounce of capers and a teaspoonful 
each of chervil, parsley and tarra- 
gon... all the ingredients to be 
finely chopped. Season to taste and 
serve hot over the hot meat.

A jellied bouillon, an ice-cold cock 
tail of tomato or clam juice or a 
chilled fruit cup, a half canteloupe 
or wedge of honey dew makes an 
admirable first choice. Then might 
follow—instead of a hot toasted 
sandwich, a salad of chilled mixe'd 
vegetables and thin, crisp Melba 
toast fwhich is oven-toasted bread, 
you know, and is rarely served hot.) 


Or, if tomato cocktail, clam juice 


or the bouillon be chosen, one might 
relish a salad of chilled pears or 
peaches served on plenty of crisp 
lettuce with balls of cream cheese 
... and the Melba toast or toasted 
whole-wheat crackers. For heartier 
appetites, stuffed eggs upon lettuce 
hearts served with ice >ld mayon- 
nai-e also makes a cool and accept- 
able luncheon. 


Desserts 
should be light, and 
preferably cool. Ice creams and 
sherbets are one's first su-amer des- 
sert thoughts: a fruited gelatine is 
delicate, yet sustaining, and berries 
with cream and perhaos thin, crisp 
cookies or shortbread always make 
a good ending to the summer meal. 


Cold beverages for the hot days, 
as I have said before, are best when 
not too heavily sweetened, a:^d the 
acid fruit drinks are most cooling.

MEATS WORTH 
REMEMBERING 


When tempted to grumble about 


the high cost of meat, we should re- 
member that it is not the meat's 
fault if we ask only for the costly 
varieties. Right there in the same 
ice box as our prime rib roasts, our 
baby lamb chops and porterhouse 
steaks there are a number of inex- 
pensive and highly nourishing as 
well as tasty meats . . . just waiting 
for us to come and claim them. 


Among them are the delicate lamb 
kidneys and hearts, lamb and beef 
liver and also beef kidneys upon 
•which we so seldm ponder when 
planning our weekly menus. 


All three of these meats are ex- 
ceptionally high in vitamins . - . 
and exceptionally low in price. They 
are tender and distinctive in flavor, 
and are used by chefs as the foun- 
dation for some of the most de- 
licious recipes. 


So much, has been said of late 
about the high food value of liver 
that the demand for calf liver has 
shot up and up until it is now one 
of the most expensive' meats on the 
market. But we do not necessarily 
need to buy calf liver. Young beef 
liver and hog liver are equally rich 
in vitamins and can be had in most 
cities anywhere from 5 to 25 cents 
a pound, depending chiefly on lo- 
cality. 


Dr. Hazel K. Steibling of the bu- 
reau of home economics in Wash- 
ington, gives some interesting notes 
on the preparation of hog liver in 
one of her late reports. "Like all 
pork products," she says, "the hog 
liver must be well cooked. Recent 
experiments with it at the'bureau 
demonstrated that it is much more 
palatable if scalded one-half to one 
minute before cookins. - With this 
procedure it compares favorably 
with beef and calf liver. Either 
Kind of liver may be fried •with or 
without bacon: scalloped -with pota- 
toes or rice: broiled: cooked in cas- 
serole: creamed with ham and 
^I6*3-0" toast, or made into a loaf 
nee. Liver is also good in com- 
tJon with macaroni or noodles 


if other savory seasonings such as 
lomatoes. mushrooms, celery, onion? 
parsley, or similar vegetables are 
added to Increase the flavor.

Several conditions at the present 
ti ne indicate that this wjold be a 
good jear to caponize some cock- 
erels, J. R. Eedditt of the agricul- 
tural college savs He points out 
that feed will probably be cheap 
during the next few months, and 
that the supply of dressed poultry 
will continue to be light 


According to the June economic 
situation 
statement prepared 
by 


Harold Hedges of the agricultural 
college, rece pts of dressed poultry 
at 
four principal markets were 


nearly a fifth less in Mav. 1931, 
than they \\eie in May. 1930 Re- 
ceipts have always contin .ed light 
in the first two weeks of June. Faim 
flocks are smaller than usual, and 
t • number of chicks hatched this 
year is considerably under the aver- 
age. Holdings of frozen noul .v on 
June 1 were 43 per cent under last 
jear and 30 per cent under the five 
iear average. 


Demand for poultry meat has also 


declined with demand for other 
things Competition of othd rreats 
will probably be keener than usual 
during the coming \ inter when 
capons will be ready to market, 
Redditt savs, adding a word of cau- 
tion 


Healthy, vigorous cockerels weigh-

child should have 
sweets in a very 
moderate amount . . . and these 
should bo simple sweets. 
,. By which we mean honey, lump 
sugar, maple sugar, plain candy, 
syrups, and those sweets in which 
sugar is used . . . such as cake, 
cookies, custards, jams, jellies and 
like preparations. Young children 
should not have elaborate desserts 
that are rich and too generously 
spiced. 
'Sweets are of course desirable for 
children. But the great need of the 
pre-school and young school child 
is for bone and tissue-building 
fqods, and for foods that give them 
the different elements needed gen- 
erally for development and energy. 
All sweets give quick energy, but 
for, 
sustaining, building qualities, 


nothing equals our age-old standby 
bread and milk. 
The wisest and best plan is to 
serve sweets or desserts at the enc 
of the meal only. Avoid giving 
them between mealsv Wholesome 
pure candy can be given the chile 
as .. great treat as dessert, or with 
some'other simple dessert after his 
meal. 
Serve desserts as part of the 
noon or evening meal, to be eaten 
only after your child has eaten a 
reasonable amount of other foods 
Do not allow him to eat' or taste 
dessert during the meal. 
In planning menus remember 
that milk or egg desserts offer a 
splendid way in which to use the 
daily quota of milk, also of adding 
eggs to the child's diet. Fruit or 
cereal also make excellent desserts, 
and one that is frequently over- 
looked by busy mothers, yet is de- 
licious and wholesome, is stewed 
fruit. You will have a, delightful 
combination if you serve it with a 
soft custard. 
Soft custard also can be poured 
over stale cake, fruit, gelatins, jun- 
ket, farina- ,or any cold cooked ce- 
real. Here is a recipe for such a 
custard: 
2 cups scalded milk. 
\\ cup sugar, 
pinch salt. 


2 eggs. 
'•'• teaspoon vanilla. 
Scald the milk over hot water. 


Add the sugar and salt to the 
slightly beaten eggs. Pour the hot 
milk over the eggs. Stir constantly 
over hot water until it coats the 
spoon. Cool, then add the flavoring. 


A Hearty Egg Dish 


For breakfast or for luncheon it 


will please you now and then, to 
poach eggs in milk and serve them 
on hot buttered whole-wheat toast 
with a cheese sauce poured over. 
Add a bit of chopped chives or 
chopped parsley, or a dash of pa- 
prika, f iyou like. A nice luncheon 
menu built around this dish is the 
following: Tomato Juice Cocktail; 
Poached Eggs with Cheese Sauce; 
Graham or Whole-Wheat Toast; 
Stuffed Olives; Sliced Fresh Pine- 
apple; Tea with Lemon. 


Tongue with Raisins. 


For this recipe you may use the 
cooked tongues that come packed in 
glass, if you do not wish to boil a 
tongue yourself. For the sauce, melt 
two tablespoons of butter and in it 
brown a tablespoon of flour; then 
add a cup of milk and a handful 
of seeded raisins which have been 
cooked until they are plump and 
soft. Simmer until the sauce is 
creamy. Serve over the hot boiled 
tongue.

the man who is most fortunate of 
all men, the man who, literally or 
figuratively, whistles at his work. 


There is a satisfaction in all work, 


if the whole soul is put into it, but 
real harmony and happiness are 
found only when the vocation is the 
right one for the man. 


Many letters of 
dissatisfaction 


have been recently received 
from 


men readers. There are men who are 
crushed under the seemingly hope- 
less prospect of getting ahead, who 
feel that all is futile because their 
wages have been reduced after years 
of faithful duty served. There are 
men who lament because they find 
their work uncongenial and believe 
themselves to be misfits. 


And neither dissatisfaction nor 


laments will remedy the situation. 
Most wage earners who are at this 
time suffering from reductions in 
wages have likewise had their work- 
ing hours reduced, have been put 
on flve-day-a-week 
schedules, 
or 


otherwise had their hours of leisure 
extended. If they will concentrate 
upon a profitable application of 
these leisure hours, they can turn 
what seems like disaster into profit. 
These hours may offer the 
open 


sesame to development and interest 
in life to the man whose work is 
distasteful or dull. He may seek 
avocations which

not be quite so pugnacious. 


For the naturally aggressive child, 


boxing gloves eventually 
have 
a 


civilizing influence . He is taught 
that there are rules to the game and 
that he must fight fair and keep 
his temper when he is beaten. 


The naturally timid boy may be 


helped to overcome his tearfulness 
through being taught the art of 
boxing. He learns to defend himself 
in the spirit of the game, and grad- 
ually acquires self assurance 
needed aggressiveness.

morning, W. E. McFadden, district 
manager at Norfolk, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 
"Our company 


operates both gas and electric prop- 
erties throughout our territory and 
in many of the towns which it 
serves, both classes of service have 
been conducted under one manage- 
ment. The electric property of Nor- 
folk Is one of the first acquired in 
the present system of the Iowa- 
Nebraska Light & Power Co. and 
the management has always ex- 
hibited a. deep Interest in the Nor- 
folk property as one of its oldest 
children. The purchase of the gas 
property confirms the 
confidence 


which the company has in the city 
of Norfolk and it will continue the 
policy of improving the property in 
Norfolk as it has always done in the 
past. 
Plants Adjoin. 


"In the last year a great deal of 


capital hs been invested in this city 
m both plant and distribution sys- 
tem and the city and the company 
are both proud of the present qual- 
ity of electrical service furnished. 
The same policy of providing the 
best of service will be carried out 
m the gas department as has been 
established in the electric depart- 
ment. While the gas business for 
many years seemed in danger of 
being displaced because of the ad- 
vance made by electricity, yet in the 
last several years so many new uses 
have been discovered for gas service, 
that gas is again coming Into popu- 
lar use. 


"Every possible effort will be made 


to place before the people of Nor- 
folk, many practical uses and con- 
veniences of gas and the service will 
be on a par with that furnished 
by electricity.

of 
extending 


natural gas pipe lines to Norfolk, 
but that no decision has yet been 
reached in regard to this matter. 
The extension of natural gas lines 
will depend very much upon the re- 
ception which the project may re- 
ceive from the towns along the pro- 
posed route and also as to the atti- 
tude of the people of Norfolk 
The 


company gives assurance that at 
any time that natural gas 15 avail- 
able from the pipe lines, and the 
people of Norfolk desire the service 
the company will be very glad to 
negotiate with the city authorities 
lor the substitution of natural cas 
lor the manufactured product. 


Mr. McFadden will remain as dis- 
trict manager of both the gas and 
electric properties and the two or- 
ganizations will be unified as quick- 
ly as practicable.

Attorney General C. A. Sorensen 


ruled Friday that McCook has a 
right to bar persons afflicted with 
social disease from ha'idllng or dis- 
tributing foods in public places. 


The question had been put him 


by C. F. Martin, a resident of Mc- 
Cook. He wanted to know if em- 
ployes 
of 
restaurants, 
wholesale 


houses, stores and the like could 
be made to submit to physical ex- 
amination and, if found to be af- 
flicted, prohibited from such work. 


McCook's city charter provisions 


allow it to enforce regulations to 
secure the general health of the 
city. Sorensen found, and to pre- 
vent the introduction and spread 
of contagious disease. 


"The city may enact and enforce 


an ordinance along the lines sug- 
gested," he concluded. 


Tractor Fuel Non-Taxable. 


In another opinion, Sorensen told 


the James oultry Co. of Falls City 
that the tractor fuel it intended to 
market apparently was beyond the 
application of the 4-cent gasoline 
tax. 


The fuel was described as for 
tractor use only and having an 
initial boiling point of slightly over 
200 degrees. Quoting the law, he 
said' 


"If the product which you pro- 


pose to market can properly 
be 


classified as kerosene oil, kerosine 
distillate, crude petroleum, naphtha 
or benzine and its initial boiling 
point is over 200 degrees Fahrenheit, 
or if it is a residium of gas oil or 
a smudge oil, then I believe it is 
not subject to the payment of a 
gasoline tax. 
Any other volatile 


or inflammable liquid for use in 
tractors must pay the tax." 


Certificates Taiable. 


To John W. Yeager, Omaha at- 


torney, Sorensen wrote that tax sale 
certificates are subject to intangible 
property taxes. 


"When one purchases the Inter- 


est of the public in delinquent taxes, 
the tax sale certificate becomes his 
property 'just as a tract of land 
winch he purchases from the state 
becomes his property," he wrote. 
"No reason occurs to me at this 
time why the property of a private 
person should be exemp't from tax- 
ation in the one case any more 
than in the other." 


Sorensen said that tax sale cer- 


tificates in the past have not been 
levied on in many instances
